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Forelvord 


The  Seventeenth  Annual  Exhibition  of  Paintings  by 
American  Artists,  is,  like  the  exhibitions  of  previous 
years,  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  City  Art  Museum 
to  present  to  the  public  of  St.  Louis  a  collection  of 
paintings  representative  of  the  best  production  of  con¬ 
temporary  American  artists.  To  this  end,  every  rea¬ 
sonable  effort  has  been  made  to  render  the  exhibition 
typical  of  the  serious  and  recognized  phases  of  American 
painting — those  phases,  which  insofar  as  can  be  judged 
at  the  present  time,  are  building  the  traditions  upon 
which  the  art  of  the  future  will  rest.  To  accomplish 
this  purpose,  reliance  has  been  placed  upon  the  judgment 
of  no  single  individual  or  group  of  individuals,  but  an 
endeavor  has  been  made  to  secure  paintings  endorsed  by 
competent  juries  of  selection  or  award,  or  other  recog¬ 
nized  agencies.  The  paintings  in  the  collection  were 
therefore  largely  chosen  from  the  annual  exhibitions  at 
the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago ;  the  Corcoran  Art  Gallery, 
Washington,  D.  C. ;  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the 
Fine  Arts,  Philadelphia;  Carnegie  Institute,  Pitts¬ 
burgh;  the  National  Academy  of  Design,  New  York, 
^^and  from  other  sources,  where  they  were  selected  by  the 
G  representatives  of  the  Museum  as  being  the  outstanding 
examples  shown.  Interesting  light  is  shed  upon  the 
concurrence  of  public  taste  with  these  selections,  and 
I  incidentally  upon  the  difficulty  of  arranging  a  repre¬ 
sentative  exhibition,  by  the  fact  that  no  less  than  twenty 
of  the  paintings  so  chosen  were  sold  by  the  artists  be¬ 
fore  the  opening  of  the  St.  Louis  exhibition  and  were, 
of  necessity,  replaced  by  other  examples  of  the  artists’ 
own  selection.  In  not  a  few  instances  paintings  of  fine 
distinction  were  unobtainable  due  to  private  ownership, 
-  or  to  the  absence  of  the  artists  abroad. 

^  It  is  not  possible  to  include  in  the  annual  exhibitions 
si>^of  the  City  Art  Museum  work  by  every  representative 
American  artist,  as  the  space  available  will  permit  the 
^^x=ffianging  of  only  about  one  hundred  canvases  in  single 
It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  collection  this 
year,  as  a  whole,  is  typical  in  variety  and  quality  of  the 


current  achievements  of  those  American  painters  who 
are  formulating  American  art  history  and  supplying  the 
guiding  influence  for  the  development  of  the  serious  and 
enduring  art  of  the  future. 

As  a  stimulus  to  local  art  production  and  to  afford 
local  artists  the  opportunity  for  comparison  which  the 
inclusion  of  their  paintings  in  an  exhibition  of  national 
scope  affords,  a  jury  of  selection  was  provided,  consist¬ 
ing  of  Mr.  Edmund  H.  Wuerpel,  Director  of  the  St. 
Louis  School  of  Fine  Arts,  Mr.  Ernest  L.  Blumen- 
schein,  Taos  Society  of  Artists,  Taos,  N.  M.,  and 
Mr.  Oscar  E.  Berninghaus,  Chairman  Exhibition 
Committee,  St.  Louis  Artists’  Guild,  to  whom  artists 
residing  in  St.  Louis  and  its  environs,  were  invited  to 
submit  their  work. 

The  Museum  gratefully  acknowledges  its  indebted¬ 
ness  to  the  artists  who  have  contributed  to  the  present 
exhibition,  to  the  members  of  the  local  jury  of  selection 
for  their  valuable  assistance,  and  to  the  Museums  which 
have  co-operated  in  assembling  the  collection.
